The Board ot Water Supply engi- 


neers and their families, many of 
whom had moved Into the houses of 
older residents whn had departed to 
make their homes in other parts of 
tho county or upon higher ground 
outsldo the taking line, now began to 
follow suit: the clearance contractors 
were selling off scores of houses and 
barns with the stipulation that these 
buildings be taken down and re- 
moved nt the earliest possible mo- 
ment. The nucleuses of villages were 
being, or had been, formed along the 
old uncondemncd state road and the 
recently, though only partly, con- 
structed north and south boulevards. 
These community centers were most 
visibly In evidence at Shokan. Olive 
and Tongore — v i l l a g e s whose 
churches of long standing remained 
intact. Hundreds of residents of the 
reservoir basins, though loath to 
leave their native township, never- 
theless saw no future for themselves 
held out by the rather hazy oppor-

In tho reservoir section today tro 


find each of the old villages, with the 
exceptions of Olive and Olive Branch, 
perpetuated in a new community of 
the same name, while we have, in ad- 
dition, the village of Ashokan occu- 
pying the site of a part of the Olive 
of other days. 
Generally speaking, 


those among the old residents who 
elected to remain here, chose simply 
to move back to higher ground In the 
sections contiguous to their former 
homes and there help to build up a 
new settlement In cooperation with 
their neighbors who had made simi- 
lar plans for the future. 
Thus, we 


have Shokan, Boiceville. Brown Sta- 
tion. Olive Bridge, Brodhead and 
West Shokan in Olive, and Glenford 
and West Hurley in the town of Hur- 
ley. Of these communities, however. 
West Shokan was unique in that Its 
quota of "Stay Here's" divided them- 
selres Into two camps, one of which 
remained in the western part of the 
town, while the other moved east- 
ward into the village of Olive and 
there became largely instrumental in 
creating tho present community of 
Ashokan. 


Jacob Crlspell, now in his 91st 


year, and the late Abner D. Wlnne 
both of thc west side of the Esopus! 
were prime movers in the develop- 
ment of Ashokan. upon land pur- 
chased of the late Laura C. Davis- 
they sold off building lots and Mr 
Wlnne erected a store and residence, 
near the proposed BOW depot of the 
Ulster & Delaware Railroad. It was 
in fact the selection of this point for 
a station that led a number of' fami- 
lies to select Ashokan as their new 
home. 
Had the railroad officials 


heeded popular demand and built the 
station at the more central point (of 
the town), at the viaduct In the pres- 
ent village of Shokan. it is perhaps 
doubtful if the Ashokan of today 
would be half its size, A start thus 
having been made, those west side 
people who felt that life on the side 
of the reservoir farthest from the 
railroad might prove too Isolated for 
them, began to locate near the east 
basin In considerable numbers, so 
that it was not a great while there- 
after that the main street of Asho- 
kan. being bounded on the south by 
city property, had become strung out 
•or half a mile or more.
